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God Is Greater than Your Fear

UMAN REACTIONS do not change much. 
H That is one reason why the Bible is still 

a best seller, I think, for when we read it 
we find people like ourselves, our families, and 
our friends. We read how hearts rejoiced; we 
read how hearts were downcast and complaining. 
We read about people acting as nobly and as 
wonderfully as we sometimes find ourselves acting, 
we read about people acting as perversely as we 
sometimes find ourselves acting. 

When VJ Day came suddenly, rejoicing and 
relief filled all our hearts, and we felt that we 
could not give thanks enough for the end of war, 
for the saving of lives, for the change from war to 
peace. 

But soon murmurings were heard in the land, 
murmurings of a people afraid. Some of us are 
like the Children of Israel of old, who had been 
shown miracle after miracle in their flight out of 
Egypt, who had been delivered out of the hands 
of the Egyptians by the final miracle of the part- 
ing of the Red Sea. But after only three days in 
the wilderness they murmured against Moses, say- 
ing, “What shall we drink?” And after they had 
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been in the wilderness for a month and a half “the 
whole congregation . . . murmured against Moses 
and against Aaron in the wilderness: and the chil- 
dren of Israel said unto them, Would that we had 
died by the hand of Jehovah in the land of Egypt, 
when we sat by the flesh-pots, when we did eat 
bread to the full; for ye have brought us forth into 
this wilderness, to kill this whole assembly with 
hunger.” Such a reaction to days of peace, to the 
prospect of entering a new world, a promised land 
flowing with milk and honey was only human then, 
and it is only human now. But you remember that 
in spite of the grumblings and murmurings of the 
Children of Israel they were fed and guided and 
cared for by Jehovah. They were even fed manna 
from heaven! 

“And in the morning the dew lay round about 
the camp. And when the dew that lay was gone up, 
behold, upon the face of the wilderness a small 
round thing, small as the hoarfrost on the ground. 
And when the children of Israel saw it, they said 
to one another, What is it? for they knew not what 
it was. And Moses said unto them, It is the bread 
which Jehovah hath given you to eat.” 

To some people today the prospects of work, 
in the light of wartime jobs and salaries, seem as 
“small as the hoarfrost on the ground.” These peo- 
ple are almost as unthinking as the Children of 
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Israel, who told Moses they would rather have met 
death in Egypt, where they were well fed, than be 
free and on their way to the Promised Land if they 
had to suffer privations. The most wonderful thing 
about the story of the wanderings of the Children 
of Israel from Egypt to the Promised Land is the 
continual care and guidance and protection of the 
Lord, in spite of their resistance to their own good. 

It is a good story for us to think about today, 
for God is just as surely with us now; His love, 
His care, His providence will never fail us. What- 
ever our need, however desolate the wilderness 
we may be passing through, nevertheless the pillar 
of cloud by day, the pillar of fire by night, and 
the manna to meet our needs are available to 
us as surely as they were to the Children of Israel. 

If during this time of change and reconversion 
in our land, this time of abrupt change from 
wartime ways to peacetime planning, we can re- 
member that God is with us, that He will not fail 
us, that He will bring us through the wilderness of 
uncertainty, then we can keep our faith steady, 
our heart free from fear; we can recognize and 
accept our good. 

Whatever VJ Day meant to you in outer ways, 
let it stand as a symbol of inner victory to you. 
Even the fearful will find that the world is in 
much better shape than they think. Even the dis- 
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senters and ‘complainers will find that the world 
moves on in an orderly way and that God answers 
their prayers almost in spite of themselves. 

I cannot outline what the postwar world will 
be like specifically; but I do have faith that we 
are entering the best age that man has known, for 
it seems to me that more and more of us are dis- 
covering how to live, how to think, how to work 
together. We have a new conception of friendship, 
we are learning to extend our friendships beyond 
the borders of nationality, race, creed, or color; 
we are learning the literal meaning of “Love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” 

This is and always has been the answer to 
human problems: an understanding heart, a faith- 
filled heart, a courageous heart. Like the Psalmist 
we may feel: "I had fainted, unless I had believed 
to see the goodness of the Lorp in the land of the 
living.” We can take his advice: “Wait on the 
Lor: be of good courage, and he shall strengthen 
thine heart: wait, I say, on the Lorp.” 

The world moves forward, and we move with it 
as we trust God, as we trust man, as we are will- 
ing in our heart to accept the greatest good for the 
greater number even if to us individually it may 
mean change. Let us accept good changes; let us 
meet the challenges of peace as courageously as we 
met the challenges of war!
